It would е hard to underestimate the importance 
of the wa letter in permitting the designer to pro- 
vide both tenant and landlord with an immediate 
awareness f the exact costs involved in leasing build- 
ing space Particularly since the work letter affects 
lease negi ations, a designer should line up all the 
cost facto pertaining to construction, before he is 
retained Ё the client and before the lease is signed. 

In effec the work letter is that part of lease ne- 
gotiations hat determines to what extent the land- 
lord will i iume the cost of construction for the in- 
stallation | the tenant's new offices, and, conversely, 
establishes ‘hose items of construction costs at the 
tenant's s€ | expense, which are necessary to conform 
to the tené ўз operating needs. 

There a | basically, three types of work letters 
and situatic s that confront the designer: 


1. A new Ł ilding, where the landlord has his own 
work letter at applies to all tenants. The designer 
studies the  nant's needs and compares them with 
the building ‘ork letter, then submits his own work 
letter with a items that he feels the tenant should 
be entitled tc ‘that is, those items not in the land- 
lord's work le +.) 


2. An older building, where the landlord agrees to 
provide an installation for the tenant, but has no 
work letter and depends on the designer (or a con- 
tractor) to study the tenant's needs or plans and come 
up with a cost figure. This is tricky, since it can 
make or break a transaction immediately, if the de- 
signer is not sensitive to all lease negotiations. 


3. A space being vacated by a previous tenant that is 
being rented by the iandlord on an “as is" basis 
(just as it was left by the previous tenant, with no 
installation work by the landlord.) The work letter 
here almost has to be a set of specifications and can 
be applied only after a thorough planning study of 
the new tenant's needs, which then must be com- 
pared with the existing conditions of the vacated 
space. Since the tenant is faced with the complete 
cost of any renovation work, the preliminary plan 
and cost estimate must be a painstaking effort, so that 
cost estimates are accurate. 

Emphasis is placed here on the first type of work 
letter, which gives the designer the greatest latitude, 
since it deals with a brand-new building that has com- 
pletely uncluttered floors and up-to-date facilities, 

In the past, the work letter presented to the land- 
lord on the behalf of the tenant practically insured 
à carte blanche installation, with all requested con- 
struction items included at the sole expense of the

landlord. Those were the years of the buyer's market, 
when there was more space available than tenants. 

Now we have a seller's market—more tenants seek- 
ing space than space is available, Tenants no longer 
can demand excessive amounts -of work for their in- 
stallation, and so the work letter has become what I 
like to call the common denominator. It should apply 
in equal fairness to landlord and tenant alike. 

Most landlords today provide tenants with their own 
basic building standard work letter that guarantees 
tenants the same basic overall installation. In order 
to defray the tenant's cash outlay, the landlord pro- 
vides a standard installation that is paid back in the 
rent over the period of the lease. This cost (or ex- 
penditure) by the landlord is usually figured at $10.00 
per square foot (i.e, 10,000 sq. ft. would be $100,- 
000) for the overall installation by the landlord. The 
building standard work letter is geared to this. 

If the rent is $7.00 per square foot at 10,000 square 
feet, the yearly rental for the tenant would be $70,000. 
Over a period of a 10-year lease the total aggregate 
rent would be $700,000. The construction costs amor- 
tized at $10,000 a year are included in each year’s 
rent of $70,000. This rent must be established well in 
advance of the individual tenant’s lease negotiations 
in order to finance construction costs. 

Consequently, the common denominator work letter 
must be fair to both landlord and tenant. The existing 
building standard work letter as it is comprised to- 
day is missing some important items that all tenants, 
in general, require. 

Below is an example of the average building stand- 
ard work letter, and following that, additional items 
that should be included іп it. 

Typical of the items taken into account in the 
landlord’s standard work letter, as the landlord’s ex- 
pense or cash outlay responsibilities, are these items, 
in condensed form: A. Partitions—as per plans. В. 
Hung Ceilings—a specified type to be overall. C. Light- 
ing and switching—number per square foot. D. Air 
Conditioning — adequate, limited thermostatic con- 
trols. E. Doors and Hardware—limited to latch sets. 
F. Flooring—an asphalt grade tile only. G. Painting— 
pastel tone only. H. Electric Outlets—number per 
square foot and limited to standard wattage only. I. 
Venetian Blinds—standard. 

Additional items that should be included in the 
landlord's standard work letter as landlord's expense 
are: A Initial lamping of lighting fixtures, B. Under- 
cutting doors for carpet. C. Telephone pipe con- 
duit recessed in partitions (where no under floor 
duct system exists.) D. Locksets, closers, sliding door

units—number per square foot. E. Separate circuit 
for telephone equipment. F. Mechanical (engineering) 
drawings for air conditioning duct systems. G. Smoke 
exhaust separately ducted for all conference rooms 
seating eight or more. H. Credit allowance for sub- 
stituting any like items of construction upgraded by 
tenant, such as steel and glass partitions, full height 
doors and bucks, special lighting fixtures, etc., all 
subject to landlord approval of their quality. These 
additional items alone would result in an increased 
expenditure of anywhere from $4,000 to $8,000. 

The necessity of speed in closing the lease cannot 
be over-emphasized. With tenants clamoring for 
space, the designer’s ability to settle all construction 
costs that the tenant will incur is one of the most 
important factors in bringing the lease to a speedy 
and successful closing. The following example illus- 
trates the need for speed and application of all three 
types of work letters. 

In negotiating a lease recently for one of our 
clients, we started with preliminary plans for a space 
that was a 10,000 sq. ft. sublet (the previous tenant 
had moved with six years remaining on his lease.) 
The stipulation was that the space would be an “as is” 
transaction (no work to be done by the previous 
tenant, who was the landlord. This situation required 
work letter No. 3. Our study of the tenant’s needs 
and our ensuing work letter required а renovation 
and cash outlay of $100,000 minimum. The real estate 
broker was unsuccessful in negotiating for an in- 
crease in the rent to defray part of the cash outlay, 
in order to amortize the expenses over the period of 
the remaining lease. This space was lost due to too 
large an initial cash outlay required of the tenant. 

The second space found suitable in size and location 
had the landlord willing to provide an overall instal- 
lation, but with no work letter. When all negotiations 
were settled and the lease was about to be signed, an- 
other tenant suddenly took the space “as is” and of- 
fered even a higher rental to the landlord. This situa- 
tion would have been ideal for work letter No. 2. 

The third space found adequate was again lost. In 
this instance, we had a new building provided with a 
landlord building standard work letter, but due to 
today’s demand for space, the landlord refused our 
tenant for a stronger cash-on-hand tenant. 

Our fourth and successful attempt was with a yet- 
to-be-completed building. Finances were no problem 
since our tenant was taking lease-back space (when a 
tenant contracts for more space than he currently 
needs and sublets a portion of his space taken for ex- 
pansion to another tenant for a shorter period of time. 
He then can lease-back this portion of his space at a 
given date.) Since the original tenant was responsible 
for the space our tenant was leasing, there was no fin- 
ancial problem and our work letter was by far the most 
successful in getting more items of construction, even 
beyond the common denominator level. In this in- 
stance, work letter No. 1 clearly was indicated.

Place Bonaventure, Montreal’s strikingly unique com- 
bination of hotel, merchandise mart, exhibition hall, 


shops. restaurants, convention hall, and theater, 
stepped into the limelight of existence and into 
inevitable controversy over its extraordinary design 


features. 


A naked light bulb adorns the pocket 
edition of Understanding Media, con- 
troversial book by Canadian commu- 
nicator Marshall McLuhan, who uses 
electricity to illustrate his thesis that 
“the medium is the message.” 
Undoubtedly by coincidence, thou- 
sands of naked light bulbs shed their 
glare from the gray concrete walls of 
Place Bonaventure, Montreals іш- 
mense new merchandise mart and 
trade center. The building embodies 
design elements that will make it the 
subject of controversy among design- 
ers and architects for years to come 
—perhaps for as long as it takes the 
industry to decide 
McLuhan is a 


communications 
whether Professor 
prophet or a fraud. 

Place Bonaventure, only 17 stories 
tall but covering six acres in the heart 
of Montreal’s booming downtown, en- 
closes 3.1 million square feet of space 
—enough for a 1,000 showroom mer- 
chandise mart, а 230,000-square-foot 
exhibition hall, а 55,000-square-foot 
furnishings display center, an inter- 
national trade mart, convention hall, 
theater, seven restaurants, 100 shops, 
and much more. 

Atop it all is the striking Hotel 
Bonaventure, a 401-room luxury hotel 
that takes maximum advantage of its 
unique location and that may give 
hotel designers much to think about. 

Architect Raymond T. Affleck de- 
signed the building as a whole with 
computerlike efficiency for maximum 
use of available space, making just

one departure: he utilized the five- 
acre rooftop space with a lavish hand 
to create a beautiful garden hotel. 


Public areas and restaurants are at 


the center, gardens surround these 
areas, and all guestrooms are in a 
three-floor structure that surrounds 


the gardens on all sides. Four glass 
enclosed walkways connect the public 
area with the colonnades of 
guestrooms on the periphery. The ef- 
fective use of space, while far from 
maximum, is substantial. 

Half of the guestrooms look out- 
ward on downtown Montreal. The 
other half face inward on the rooftop 
gardens. Many glass walls in the res- 
taurants and other public areas face 
out on the gardens, and there are 
many accesses through which guests 
can step out and stroll in their private

*outdoors"—complete with walkways, 
trees, plantings, waterfalls, small 


streams, and modern sculpture. 
Concrete instead of gold leaf 


The interior of the hotel also is strik- 
ingly different from the design of cur- 
rent luxury hotels, primarily because 
an early decision was made to avoid 
what Affleck and his colleagues call 
the “marble, rosewood, and gold leaf” 
school of design. 

Instead, the predominant 
surface is concrete—just gray concrete 
—but used in a variety of forms, 
shapes, and textures, made dramatic 
by special lighting, and set off to ad- 
vantage by intervening uses of wood,

metals, glass, and textured fabrics. A 
feeling of open outdoor space, with 
natural light playing on textured con- 
crete surfaces, is the theme every- 


where—even indoors, where outdoor 
light is permitted to come through 
skylights or other openings. 

“Our aim was to create a unique 
experience for travelers,’ says Af- 
fleck, principal of Affleck, Desbarats, 
Dimakopoulos, Lebensold, Sise. “We 
felt that in today’s world of rapid 
intercity апа intercontinental air 
travel, a hotel could be something very 
special and could provide a ‘sense of 
place’ sharply different from the usual 
commercial type of environment found 
in office buildings, hotels, and trans- 
portation terminals in every corner of 
the world.” Affleck feels that the cor- 
porate executives who will make up 
the bulk of Bonaventure’s clientele 
have seen enough of “gold leaf and 
crystal” traditional opulence and, he 
says, “I don’t think our society can 
produce elegance successfully now.” 

Although the gardens with their live 
trees and shrubs and much running 
water were expensive, Affleck says, 
the interior furnishings are aimed at 
surprise and drama, rather than ob- 
vious extravagance. 

To carry forth this philosophy, and 
still come up with a functional de- 
sign, Affleck called in a number of 
outside specialists in addition to many 
members of his own architectural and 
design staffs. 

Most notable was Boston hotel de- 
signer Roland Wm. Jutras, who con- 
sulted on the preliminary design of 
guestrooms and other areas, and 
worked on layouts and color schemes. 
William Tabler of New York, a spe- 
cialist in hotel architecture, and light- 
ing specialist Bill Lam of Cambridge, 
Mass., also worked on the project. In 
addition Eva Vecsei, an architect on 
Affleck’s staff, and Hanna De Koning, 
a Montreal designer, worked on the 
interior design. Mrs. Vecsei particu- 
larly has had an important role in 
developing interior design themes 
throughout the building, including the 
hotel, as the building has continued 
to develop. 

All these designers contributed im- 
portant work, but the most significant 
factor affecting the hotel interior was 
the decision to follow the “concrete 
surfaces” theme from the rest of the 
building. In carrying this forth, Af- 
fleck and his design team wrote al- 
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rrounding Montreal’s huge merchandising mart 
d trade center building—Place Bonaventure—is a

nds the gardens on all four sides with the center 
e of restaurants and. public areas.

Drama through lighting 


Much of the lighting emanates fro 
hidden fixtures. But one type of ope 


fixture, used very frequently as a dec 
orative element, is a bracket with tw 
old-fashioned exposed light bulb 
shielded only by slightly tinted glas 
As much as anything, these fixtur 
on the textured concrete walls giv 
a dramatic and unexpected atmo: 
phere to the hotel—especially becau 
they are used most heavily in tl 
entrance and public areas. 

Of course there are many luxu 
contrasts to this dramatic concre 
background. All floors are carpeted 
a high quality contemporary broa 
loom. Public area furniture is u 
holstered in a velvet fabric, and sor 
of this same velvet fabric is used 
occasional wall areas, as maxim 
contrast to the concrete. Much natu 
finished wood, satin finished met 
glass, and occasional painted surfac 
set off the public areas and stairw 
from the concrete walls and ba 
grounds.

Nevertheless about 25 percent of the 
space was rented by mid-summer 1967, 
a few months after the building 
opened, and management hopes to have 
80 percent rented by the fall of 1968. 
The building facilities themselves are 
excellent, the location is at the center 
of all forms of transportation, and man- 
agement has scheduled a series of 
markets and other events, some of 
which tie in with events in the exhi- 
bition hall or elsewhere in the build- 
ing. Finally the rental—about $6.00 
per square foot per year—is attractive 
for a modern, fully promoted show- 
room building. 

In other areas of the building the 
story is substantially the same—a need 
which is being filled with a large space, 
will take time to be fully utilized. 

The Better Living Centre, for ex- 
ample, is devoted to vignette displays 
of home furnishings, commercial fur- 
nishings, and building products. It is 
similar in concept and operation to 
New York's Architects Samples build- 
ing or the National Design Center. An 
equivalent space, 55,000 square feet, is 
taken on one of the upper floors of 
Place Bonaventure for the Interna- 
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Cutaway view of Place Bonaventure's interi 


ternational Trade Centre, an area for 
showrooms, import-export offices and 
foreign trade consuls. 

Much traffic ultimately will be 
drawn to the building by Concordia 
Hall, largest exhibit hall in Canada. 
It has more than 200,000 square feet 
on one floor, plus additional space on 
other levels. It can be used both for 
exhibits or for large open meetings, 
or can be divided for combinations of 
both. 

Among other facilities are an at- 
tached parking garage for 1,500 cars, 
main railroad station across the street, 
terminus of the new Montreal subway 
in the basement of Place Bonaventure, 
shopping arcade of more than 100 
stores, banks, service establishments, 
and other facilities. 

The combination of a giant exhibit 
hall in a major showroom building is 
in itself a commercial magnet un- 
matched elsewhere. Add to that the 
hotel, offices, shops, and convenient 
rail, transit, and auto transportation, 
and you have not only an outstanding 
building in Montreal, but a blueprint 
for the kind of building so badly 
needed by New York, Chicago, and 
other major American cities. Such a 
building in New York would attract 


more trade events than days on 
calendar, from the largest busi 
shows right on up to Presidential no 
inating conventions.

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A NEW BOOK on OFFICE PLANNING

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OFFICE PLANNING 
AND DESIGN-—CHAPTER 1 


By Michael Saphier 


Probing the problem—searching out all possible : 
proaches to an answer—is the challenge and the 
ward for the man who is a designer because he 
no choice; he must be a designer! 

It makes no difference how simple or complex 
problem. The answer is good only if it is arri 
at honestly. No clever shortcuts, no surface coati 
can withstand the scrutiny of time or should wi 
stand one’s own analytical self-criticism. 

In office planning and design, whether the p 
lem is concerned with placing five persons w 
four now sit or with planning a building for 
hundred employees, whether with the redesign o 
vice-president’s office or with the design of the 
ecutive complex of a major industrial corporat 
the same questions must be asked. The extent of 
questioning, the details into which it delves may v 
but the purpose is the same: to understand as 
as possible about the problem in order to make 
that the answer is a valid one. 


Section I: Understanding the Operational Aim 


The information gathered in understanding the 
erational aims of the client serves several purp 
of which two, of major importance, are of int 
in this section, From these operational require 
you must be able, first, to translate the client's 
into a tabulation of the amount of space neces 
to house his company, and second, to translate 
two dimensions of his ideal organizational chart 
the three dimensions of office space. 

Since the solutions to these problems come 
the answers to the questions that are asked, 
vital not only that you ask the right questions 
also that you develop a sensitivity to the ans 
You must learn to judge whether each questi 


eing answered objectively in the best interest of 
e client’s company or whether it is subjectively 
ealt with for the self-aggrandizement of the ques- 
ioned. 
Before starting the question-and-answer session 
ith management, there are some documents which, 
available, would be of help in the progress of the 
b. A list of these documents should be given to 
anagement in advance of the requirement-taking 
eeting so that, if possible, they can be made avail- 
le to you at the meeting. It would in fact be 
ise also to brief management in advance and in as 
ich detail as possible concerning the kind of ques- 
ons you will be asking. 
One document that can be of great help is the 
^ (or plans) of.the space now being occupied by 
client. The more detailed these plans are in their 
ineation of private offices, departments, person- 
locations, furniture, equipment, etc., the better 
y will be as a help in your understanding of the 
sting operation. 
he next document that could be of help is the 
nt’s table of organization or organization chart. 
ce the ideal office layout is an extension into 
ee dimensions of this chart, the help that it can 
is obvious. The more detailed the chart, the better. 
should show intradepartmental relationships, in- 
epartmental relationships, the relationships of 
artments to executives and to service areas, and 
other organization relationships that can be 
rted. 
nother document that must be made available 
he planner and designer in one form or another 
he personnel list. This should be as detailed as 
ible with personnel listed by departments and 
ob categories. The list will serve not only as a 
k on the number of persons employed, but should 
you some understanding of the work each does. 
st are the documents that can give background 
mation on the company. This kind of material 
ins nothing of importance to the basic details 
e job, but can add considerably to your knowl- 
of the client and your overall knowledge of his 
tion. Within this category of documents are such 
s as financial statements in which corporate aims 
et forth, company brochures, house organs, and 
ogues. Where a client has no such documents, 
ackground information will have to be obtained 
later interviews. 
e thing that should be stressed at this point is 
importance of taking copious notes covering 
thing that is said. There will be many meet- 
t which many decisions will be made. Meetings 
sometimes last an hour, four hours, or two 
A tremendous amount of information will be 
ed and innumerable decisions will be made; 
information and more decisions, in fact, than 
e can possibly remember. You may start, con- 
ly feeling that you will remember everything, 
doesn't take long to find out that the man to 
you are talking may change his mind about a 
question three or four times during the course 
interview. Since he said "yes" three times 
o" four times to the same question, you will 
d pressed to remember which is the proper 
, unless it is written down. This involvement 
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in a myriad of details is so much a part of each plan 
and design job that the taking of notes at all meet- 
ings and during all telephone conversations with the 
clients is most essential. 

To augment the information gathered in discussing 
the operational requirements, and in taking a tour 
of the premises in order to observe the organization 
at work, you must now become thoroughly familiar 
with the work and inter-relationship of each depart- 
ment or division or other unit of organization that 
exists in the client company. 

Becoming familiar with a department's work means 
interviewing and questioning the department head 
or anyone else management designates to supply the 
answers for which you are looking. 

One way or the other, it is vital that all answers 
to all questions be thoroughly scrutinized before they 
are translated into too many or too few square feet. 
It is not always possible to provide properly for the 
future. Too often it is necessary to use a rather 
cloudy crystal ball. But both planner and manage- 
ment will be remiss in their duties if they fail to 
recognize, understand, and interpret the predictable 
areas of operational study. It is just as wrong to 
build or rent too much space as it is to build or rent 
too little. 

Before, during, or after the department head in- 
terview a complete inventory of all furniture and 
equipment must be taken. The order is unimportant 
and may depend upon the man power available to 
the planner and designer. 

The inventory will serve you further when you 
arrive at the point of preparing your furniture plan. 
If you have included on it information covering the 
electrical equipment, typewriters, and calculators, 
being used by each person as well as the individual's 
need for telephone equipment, the inventory will be 
of help in the preparation of the furniture, tele- 
phone, and electrical plans. 

Finally, the inventory will aid you to prepare and 
check the client's pwrchasing program (to be dis- 
cussed in another chapter). The inventory will be 
a much used document and all inventory information 
must be gathered conscientiously, accurately, and in 
detail with all of its eventual uses kept constantly 
in mind during its preparation. 


Section П: Understanding the Esthetic Goals 


From the answers gathered in this second part of 
the effort to understand the problem will come the 
information and the inspiration for the design of 
the client's space; the face that he will present to 
his public, the “image” of his company, and the en- 
vironment within which he and his employees will 
spend so many of their waking hours. Just as it 
was necessary to interpret carefully the answers you 
received when you took the operational requirements, 
So is it equally important to acquire a sensitivity 
toward understanding the discussions you shall have 
about the esthetic goals of the client. And they will 
be discussions you shall be having rather than ques- 
tion and answer periods—discussions that will be in- 
formative or not, depending a little on the client's 
ability to talk taste, design, and esthetics, and a 
great deal on your ability to get him to talk. 
The process of getting him to talk takes place at

a design meeting or meetings which will be described 
here and in the next section of this chapter as well. 
This design meeting must serve not only to help 
you understand the esthetic goals, but also to set 
up the budget limitations to your design effort. 
Actually, there are only three basic questions that 
re to be discussed in that part of the design meeting 
oncerned with esthetics: theme, period, and color, 
nd sometimes the first and second meld into one. 
Theme, idea, image—whatever it is called—is the 
icture of the company as the client envisions it. as 
ou help create and interpret it, and as the public 
to see it. For instance:

The one thing you must not do, if yours is to be 
honest design, is to attempt to guide your client 
into areas in which you feel “comfortable” without 
thought to his basic problem of image projecting. 
This does not mean that you “give the client his 
blue bathroom" because he asked for it. Neither do 
you give him a green one because all of the bath- 
rooms you have done have been green. It is vitally 
important to your growth as a designer that you 
search constantly for better solutions rather than 
create your own design cliches because of convenience 
or laziness. 


Section ПІ: Understanding the Financial 
Limitations 


Money seems to be the one thing that most designers 
prefer not to talk about. Like it or not, however, 
it is a subject that absolutely cannot be ignored. 
It must be faced many times during the course of 
a job and any lack of desire to face it is not only 
thoroughly unrealistie but can be disastrous as well. 
It must be faced at the beginning so that all of 
your design effort is done without costing any more 
than the dollars allotted you by the client. It must 
be faced during the course of the job so that the 
cost of client extras or client changes is completely 
understood before either is authorized. And it must 
be faced at the end of the job so that the client is 
thoroughly aware of the fact that you have not only 
met his operational requirements and his esthetic 
aims but his budgetary limitations as well. Failing 
to meet any one of these can result in an unhappy 
client, and this was certainly not your goal when you 
started the job. 

Whether the client tells you how much money he 
has allocated for the job or whether he asks you 
to tell him how much the work should cost, it is 
your responsibility to see that his money is spent 
wisely and effectively. 

If he has a given amount budgeted, you must 
help decide where it can be spent most tellingly. If 
you are to determine the dollars he needs, you must 
help appraise his requests.

If you were not to budget a job before design- 
ing and drafting you would listen to your client 
describe the things he thinks he wants, prepare 
perspective renderings and design details, and get 
his enthusiastic approval which would quickly turn 
to disapproval of both design and designer when 
bids to do the work come in at prices way beyond 
what he thought he might have to spend. Budgeting 
gives the client the opportunity to know in advance 
of seeing any drawings just what his costs might 
be. It also gives him the opportunity to lower or 
raise those costs by editing his requirements prior

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THE OFFICE LANDSCAPE: 
SOME UNANSWERED QUESTIONS

Office Landscaping is one of the new- 
est, most controversial theories to hit 
the office planning industry. Developed 
within the past year in Germany and 
Sweden, Office Landscaping, or Buro- 
landschaft, to use the German word, 
has already aroused great interest 
among contract designers and specifiers 
in this country, an interest so intense, 
in fact, that several architectural and 
design firms are sending representa- 
tives to Europe to investigate the sys- 
tem more thoroughly and explore its 
potential for this country. In this pre- 
liminary comment, Affrime, who heads 
опе of the best-known space planning 
firms in the industry and who is him- 
self a licensed architect, evaluates Of- 
fice Landscaping in terms of the de- 
sign orientation that has emerged in 
this country during the past decade. 
Further comment on the subject will 
appear in forthcoming issues of CON- 
TRACT, and professionals in commer- 
cial/institutional design will be invited 
to express their views in these col- 
umns. Next month, Publisher Ben 
Hellman takes a controversial look at 
office landscaping and its implications. 
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Perhaps no office design innovation 
since the module has caused so much 
discussion as the “Office Landscape.” 

On the surface this German-devel- 
oped design scheme has praiseworthy 
aspects. A large open space, devoid 
of walls and therefore of private of- 
fices and with desks grouped func- 
tionally in freeform clusters, is a far 
cry from the conventional large office 
as we know it today. If nothing else, 
it is a statement of the fact that even 
so basic an element of design as the 
interior full-height wall, or the pri- 
vate office, is open to challenge in 
the light of changing needs and con- 
ditions. Any challenge to the status 
quo is healthy. 

But, at the risk of being labelled a 
reactionary, the designer must ask 
certain basic questions before he is 
ready to accept this, or any rigid de- 
sign scheme, as a panacea. Perhaps 
it is the tendency of the “inventors” 
of this scheme to tout its merits in 
almost patent-medicine terms that 
goads the designer into questioning it 
with an unusual degree of scepticism. 
Perhaps there is something too pat, 
too "gimmicky" about a scheme that 


is held forth as "the middle way 
preserves the intimate quality o 
old-fashioned office and yet mee 
requirements that have led to 
lay-outs."

needs? And why can’t the grouping 
of units within an open space be ac- 
complished with design control—with 
an appreciation of the importance of 
the visual? Must straight lines or 
geometric patterns be studiously 
avoided? ^ Doesn't this arbitrarily 
helter-skelter “arrangement” run the 
risk of looking both disorganized and 
unattractive? Why can't some full- 
height walls be used? In short, why 
can’t desirable elements of the office 
landscape be integrated into an in- 
dividualized office plan if they prove 
the best solution? 

Proponents of the Office Landscape 
seem adamant in their claim that there 
is one and only one way to create 
an office which meets their standards. 
First, a “survey” is carried out to 
calculate, over a two weeks’ period, 
each person’s contacts with others, by 
telephone and in person. In addition, 
each person’s space requirements are 
calculated—for equipment, for work- 
ing, and for getting to and from his 
work place. Then, and this in fairness 
should be quoted verbatim, “a chart 
is drawn which combines what is now 
known about communications and 
space requirements” and “this chart is 
then translated into a plan for the 
available area.” The plan, of course, 
follows set rules, covering everything 
from the positioning of people to avoid 
“direct confrontation, eye to eye” to 
the widths of access paths and the 
maximum permissible distance from 
worker to rest area (coffee oasis). 
Given these do-it-yourself directions 
and a slide rule (or preferably a com- 
puter) the designer really has a simple 
task. He is even told, for instance, 
that “managerial positions need 
greater visual protection, and should 
be planned so as to avoid overhear- 
ing.” (The directions possibly were 
written by the same person who wrote 
that memorable line in the Mercedes 
owner's manual: “To increase ventila- 
tion, the windows may be opened 
slightly.") 

Possibly the greatest contribution of 
American space planners and design- 
ers to the creation of effective work- 
ing environments has been the scrap- 
ping of rules-of-thumb and insistence 
on individualized planning and design 
based on thorough and objective re- 
search. The kind of research being 
practiced by the more creative de- 
signers involves much more than the 
inventory and message-counting kind 
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of "survey" prescribed by the "office 
landscape" enthusiasts. 

Beyond these essential studies, it 
also involves getting to know people 
at every level of the organization in 
order to understand how they func- 
tion and how their creativity could 
be enhanced by environmental factors. 
It takes into account the special psy- 
chological elements, as well as me- 
chanical ones. It takes into account 
the special personality of the overall 
organization, as well as the depart- 
ments, teams, and key individuals 
within it. And frankly, it does con- 
sider how the principal decision mak- 
ers can be aided by special attention. 
If an executive functions best in a 
homey atmosphere—if he thinks best 
pacing the floor—even if he likes to 
whistle while he  works—shouldn't 
these idiosyncrasies be catered to? 

In order to achieve the office land- 
scape must the designer give up this 
kind of research and revert to a kind 
of inventory-taking which assigns top 
priority to processes and things and 
ignores the individuality of people? If 
so, it is highly doubtful that the 
scheme will be widely adopted among 
America's leading space planners and 
designers. For even if the designers 
are sold on the scheme—and it surely 
will attract some designers who are 
eager to do "something different," if 
merely for shock effect or publicity 
value—will it be accepted by manage- 
ment? Or will the top brass decide to 
compromise by setting themselves up 
in executive suites and then giving 
the office landscape to the rest of the 
organization? 

As a first impression, then, this de- 
signer believes that there are un- 
doubtedly lessons to be learned from 
the office landscape as an innovative 
challenge of the status quo, as well 
as a practical demonstration of the 
use of means other than full-height 
walls to provide a degree of identity 
and privacy within a large space. But 
it would take a much more convincing 
argument than has been set forth in 
the literature, floor plans, and photo- 
graphs to cause designers to scrap 
their belief in the individualized plan, 
based on analysis of people as well 
as processes, and to trade the broad 
freedom of contemporary American 
space planning and design for the 
rigidity and confining inflexibility of 
any dogmatic stereotyped design 
scheme. (C)
